The reply filed on October 6, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicant has argued that claims 7 and 10-15— which were not rejected in the body of the most recent office action, but 
were inadvertently listed as claims rejected on the form 326 cover sheet— should be allowed. However, it was and still is the 
examiner's position that these claims were apparently non-elected in a previous response to a restriction requirement. Hence, while 
the cover sheet for the last rejection does indicate that claims 1-29 were rejected, this is in error in that the product claims should not 
have been rejected. Applicant's assertion that the product claims should be allowed renders the response incomplete and confusing. 
The restriction requirement between the process and the product was never vacated and applicant is requested to clarify which 
invention will be further prosecuted. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 
37 CFR 1.136(a). 
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
